Mr. George was absent and Presi­ 
dent Marshall was late a l the regular 
session of the solons last night so Mr. 
J Owen took the chair. 
Tile bicycle 
I ord I nance,a s given briefly in the N e w s 
R e v i e w last night, was taken up first. 
Stewart moved that It pass under sus­ 
pension of t he rules. Peake objected 
He did't like the section which al­ 
lowed wheelmen to ride on the side­ 
walk when the street was “ muddy, 
blockaded or otherwise Impassable." 
He assured council thai hedidn't(ow n 
the sidewalks hut 
he wanted 
no 
wheels where they might disturb his 
equilibrium. Mr. Marshall championed 
the ordinance 
in 
a 
m anner most 
praiseworthy. 
He said as regarded 
people crossing the street they should 
not run across at any and every point. 
The ordinance, he thought, was the 
best one that could be made. 
Mr. Stewart 
I was out of the city 
when the committee met but had only 
one objection to the original ordi­ 
nance. 
It provided for riding nu un­ 
paved streets. 
Revised as it is the 
ordinance is even more stringent on 
th e riders. If any art; inclined to take 
undue advantage of it we can easily 
change it. 
Mr. K en t—I can’t vote fo rth ato rd l- 
nance as long as it allows riders to go 
on the sidewalks. 
What, if there are 
rough places in the streets 
Don’t 
they rid<* over country roads?The side­ 
walk s are for citizens and It will be 
dangerous fur them. 
Mr. Marshall 
says he would rat her have th a t than 
w ile I toes he mean that we can have 
no other 
Why not a new one? 
I 
don’t see why the comm ittee was 
stuck on th a t ordinance. 
Mr. Marshall—I am sorry th a t I 
raised Mr Kent. 
He evidently m is­ 
understood me. 
W ith the wheelmen 
presenting their views in an ordinance 
with the same degree of obstruction, 
it would not pass because it would be 
too dangerous for the citizens. This 
ordinance gives them more than any 
other could, lf no ordinance is passed 
riders can g o o n the pavement when 
and where they please and accidents 
to children and grown people will con­ 
tinue. 
Mr. K ent—Then we can’t have any 
Other at all, can’t we? 
Mr. Marshall—Yes, b u t it will never 
pass. 
Tiiis ordinance says wheelmen 
can goon sidewalks where the street is 
impassable. That doesn’t mean they 
can do so just because a mud puddle 


e x t e n d s half wily across th e street. 
Even when they ride on the sidewalk 
t hey will have to get off their wheel if 
people do not get out of th e wav. 
Mr Ilorwell wanted to know if Hie 
city would he liable for damages lf 
the ordinance was passed and a side­ 
walk accident should occur. S tew art 
said the city was liable as long as 
there was no ordinance and Solicitor 
Clark said a bicycle was a vehicle. If 
there was an ordinance, only the rider 
could be sued. Mr. Owen saw how the 
wind was blowing and gave it as his 
opinion th a t the ordinance would not 
pass. 
lie t bought the street crossing 
sjieed should he reduced from eight to 
four miles an hour. Mr. Marshall said 
he could easily walk six miles an bour, 
and it wasn’t right to compel wheel­ 
men to go so slow as that. 
Mr. Owen 
thought the doctor was a good walker: 
an average man, he said, could walk 
four miles an hour, and he thought 
cyclers when compelled to go on side­ 
walks should not ride faster than a 
man could walk.

Marshall 
was 
disgusted 
“ Well,” he retorted, “ why don't you 
introduce an o rd n an c e doing away 
with bicycle riding altogether?” 
Then there arose a grave doubt it 
anybody could calculate speed. 
Mr. 
Owen remarked th a t “ not a man on 
the police force could tell bow fast a 
wheelman was going. 
A speed of 
eight miles an bour was sufficient to 
kill a child if struck by a wheel ” be 
thought. I’eake was the only member 
to vote against suspension of the rules, 
but was joined bv Mr. K ent when it 
came to voting on th e Ana! passage 
T h a t left five votes to two against. 
Every member of council, including 
Mr. Peake, seemed to think th a t the 
ordinance bad passed, arid Mr. Peake 
was 
giving 
additional 
testimony 
about riders who knocked down vast 


a r m i e s of little children in the W est 


End, and never even stopped to soothe 
their aches and pains with the candles 
and sweetm eats for sale a t Peake’s 
emporium; also about ladles whose 
dresses were ruined by the pneumatic 
t ires rubbing against them Suddenly 
an idea struck him.

THE ORDINANCE PASSED.

“Council passed the bicycle ordi­ 
nance 
last night, 
notw ithstanding 
the decision of Solicitor Clark," said 
President Marshall today. 
“ I t had 
the required number of votes to sus­ 
pend the rules every time, and when 
placed on ti rial passage had tlve yeas, 
and th a t Is enough to pass any ordi­ 
nance except one relating to th e ex­ 
penditure of money. 
I t requires a 
two-thirds vote to suspend th e rules, 
and we had th a t right along. 
When 
money Is not appropriated it only re 
quires a majority of th e mem be is 
elected, and as the bicycle ordinance 
had th a t majority It has been so re­ 
corded on the minutes. 
I look upon 
the ordinance as a good one, dealing 
out justice to pedestrians and wheel­ 
men alike, and th a t is what we want. 
Justice is as necessary in th e forma­ 
tion of law as It is in Its enforce­ 
ment." 


SEWERS AND STREETS. 


And soul** That Ara .lust Plain Road* lo

An ordinance regarding the platting 
and sub-division of land lo th e city, 
requiring one week’s notice to council 
and requiring all new streets opened 
to he a continuation of some other 
street a* near as possible, was read for 
the second time. 
T he second reading of a resolution 
for th e grading of 
Waterloo road 
caused 
a 
stir. 
Engineer George 
wanted council to look at the road. 
He divined th a t Peake would kick and 
lie said lie was tired of trying to sat­ 
isfy people on th e road. 
Peake’s sick 
came on time. He said it wasn’t right 
to tix th e grade where the engineer 
had p ut it, because of Hie expense lie 
had been a t in laying w ater pipes. He 
referred to the time he was In council 
before, and said t hat ids successor,

had

himself. 
Ile alw* 
wanted council to look a t T rentvale 
street, as there are several dangerous 
places there and team s are liable to 
go over the hill. 
He tho ug ht the 
commissioner should be allowed more 
men to do the work. 
Council decided 
to see the place a t H o’clock Friday 
evening. 
For the first tim e In a long 
while there were no petitions, so coun­ 
cil talked about1 ae w en, to change th e 
subject. 
T h e comm ittee on Huston road rec­ 
ommended a sewer laid before paving 
the road. 
Mr. Kent thought it would 
be Impossible to pave w ithout sewer­ 
ing. 
and th a t T anyard run 
would 
eventually be Hie sewer for th e second 
sewer district of th e city. 
H e moved 
the sewer he built on th a t side of the 
road from Avondale street to th e Nor­ 
ris property. 
Peake said George Mor­ 
ton 
had offered a piece of ground 
lf 
they sewered, 
aud 
council 
should 
walt and 
see 
w h at could 
he 
done 
about it. 
Mr. 
Owen 
favored delay. 
Mr. Challis tho u g h t 
all Hie property owners could not be 
assessed. T he cost of 3<X) to 400 feet 
of sewer was estim ated a t $<» per foot. 
T he solicitor said he had been requir­ 
ed by th e sewer commissioners to give 
an opinion on assessing farm land and 
the question was one of value. Marsh­ 
all arid Challis suggested a com m ittee 
looking a t it aud Hornell, Peake and 
Stew art were appointed. 
A resolution to grade W est M arket 
street aud Peake street from G rant 
street to the north end of Peake street 
was passed. 
A resolution to lay side walks on 
East Market street and C alcutta road 
to Wall street passed, as did an ordi­ 
nance to lay side walks on Avondale 
street 
A resolution to grade Ridgeway 
avenue and Lands End street from 
Fenton to Eighth, passed after Engi­ 
neer George had explained th a t it was 
badly needed and showed a plat of it. 
T hen an im portant sidewalk ordi­ 
nance was read. 
I t requires th e com­ 
missioner when he finds 
defective 
walks, when th e repairs do not exceed 
15, to notify the property owners, and 
lf repairs are not made In three days 
to do th e work and charge it up bv 
law.
